That exposure of their own dis- 
honesty might be expected to con- 
vince even the professional agitat- 
ors that for the time they were 
out of luck and that they had bet- 
ter keep in the shadows until the 
incident had been forgotten and 
their credit among the men they 
sought to deceive had somewhat 
recovered. Not so with the O. B. 
They are not sen- 
sitive souls, and care nothing 
about what is thought of them. 
Their mission in life is to prevent 
production, and if they can pre- 
vent the production of coal when 
coal is needed it may be taken for 
granted that they will do it. 

Whether the mail order strike 
will materialize thay be doubted.

It is to 
lay in a supply of coal at once. It} 
will be needed soon in any case, | 
and should the mischief-makers | 
succeed in shutting down a num-| 
ber of mines and shortening the 
output it may not be possible to| 
get orders filled a month or so! 
hence. In fact the prospect is} 
that, with little or no coal in re-| 
serve, the miners will be kept 
busy to fill orders when the cold! 
weather comes even if working at | 
full capacity. It is better to buy 
now than to worry later on.
